The force of public opinion has fi- 
iiftlly compoHcd the "Standard" to 
notice tho vftgarios of its WostiniuHtcr 
co-workor in Govorunioutiil iniqnity. 
Wo bavo ftlready pointed out tbo hos- 
tilo attitude tbe two orgiina bavo as- 
sumed in disoussinf^ the momentous 
question of the railway term, and 
shown that while tbo Victoria jmper 
declares that tho now term means 
Railway Repudiation, the paper ou 
tbe other aide of the Gulf contends 
it ia nil that can bo desired. It is, 
of course, impossible to acquit the 
Local Government of complicity in 
this extraordiunry attitude of tho two 
joui'nalH, because both are sustained 
by that Government to support their 
policy. It is plain that if there bo any 
incongruity in tho sentiments of the 
organs ou the great railway question 
it ia tbo duty of tbo Governniont, 
should it fail to compose the difTer- 
ences, to repudiate tho sontimenrs of 
the paper not in accord with them. 
But tho Government have done nothing 
of tbe kind; indeed, it is whisijered at 
Westminster that tbo Finance Minis- 
ter is entirely in accord -with tho 'Her- 
ald,' while the Rremier profcrisos, at 
"Victoria, t« bo the prompter and wri- 
ter of the 'Standard's' articles. A fev/ 
days ago we pointed out the necessity 
of our public men uniting as one man in 
the present crisis, for without union 
of sentiment and idea no great dnd 
was ever accomplished anywhere. 
This sentiment was eipreasod iu good 
faith; and we knviu that the Uppositiou 
members, at least, were prepared to 
aQt.upou it. But what must have 
been the astonishment of every public 
man to find tbat at tho moment har- 
mony and unity of action were deem- 
ed essential to tbe security of our 
treaty rights, a paper published on the 
Id^ainland, and in tbe pay of tho Local 
QoTernment, was iiisCrucCed from James 
Bay to publish a series of articles 
laudatory of tbe new term and en- 
tirely at variance with the (ex- 
pressed) views of its patrons ? Nor 
IB this tho "head and front of tho offend- 
ing" of tho Bamo journal. In 187-1, wlien 
Mr. "Walkom wont to England with hia 
petition, tho aamo paper opposed tho 
mission and induced tho people of Now 
Westminster to hold meetings hostile to 
tbe petition and in repudiation of the ac- 
tion of the QoTernment. This statement 
is suscoptiblo of tho strongest proof. We 
have tho Westmin.ster resolutions at 
liand and shall publish them sorao day. 
Well, what did tho Government do then? 
Did they do what any other (iovornmout 
wonld have done under the circumBtauces 
-^•withdraw their "support from the paper 
that opposed their policy ? No— they di<l 
nothing of the kmd. Tho Herald has re- 
mained the chosen mouthpieeo of the 
Government ou tho Mainland ever since, 
and to this day warms itself at thn snnio 
tiro at which Govcrnmout Pap i» jiroimr- 
ed for the faithful. Now, then, what is 
th"e plain proposition that present.s itself 
to the mind of every reasonable man ? 
Why that both papers are writing under 
instructions from James Bay. How elso 
is it possible to reconcile tho diverse at- 
titade of two Journals on a question so 
intimately conneetod with tho public 
weal towards the country with the coun- 
trtMiBe W Govornment support? Would 
^Hkil^Vem tolerate a paper as his or- 
gaaia«moment longer than.it reflected his 
T^vfs ? Tbe answer .of the°i5«raM Wi>hia 
wul Ivj, "Oh, we are independent — we 
writb what we like." Woil, wo will sny 
that you are independent. (VVu know that 
yqijj^'e )pot though). Have the Govorn- 
meoino obligations to tho country to 
ditNihar^e ? Are thoy so iudepoudont of 
publio opinion that they can afford to pay 
a pttper to attack their p*liay ? With tbe 
Herald before us we are more convinced 
than ever that tho Local Government are 
pnrsninga hypocritical, docoitful course, 
that tho rage oxprosaed through their 
Island organ is timulatod, and that they 
are preparingto excite ill feeling botwecu 
th6 two sections, trusting that iu the 
geQcral melee tbey may escape punish- 
ment for their misdeeds.

London, Deo, 6;.— An awful explo- 
sion occurred to-day, at Swarthen col- 
liery, near Bariisley, Yorkshire. It is 
feared more than two hundred lives 
are lost. Tho colliery at which the 
dreadful explosion occurred to-day, 
belongs to Mitchell & Co., and is ono 
of tlie largest in southern Yorkshire. 
It ia joined by underground works 
with the Edmund main colliery, where 
twelve years ago yesterday, over 300 
persona perislicd. The works extend 
many miles, aud was entirely woikeil 
with safety lamps, under very rigid 
rules and were considered safe. At C 
o'clock this morning about 300 men 
and boys doacendod and commenced 
work as usual. At lialf-jia-it iiino a 
terrible explosion occurred. The ox- 
act positioQ is at present unknown; 
but miners in all parts of the mine 
were startled by a loud report, follow- 
ed by large volumes of smoke and af- 
ter damp. Those who wore able, 
rushed to tho pit bottom, but the 
drawing cage was displaced. As soon 
as possible, volunteers were organized 
to search for th'6 dead and dying, aud 
those who had escaped. After boing 
down bometiuio the vohinteors report- 
ed about noon tliat the^- met with 
great dithculty, and saw iiiMiy who 
wore alive, but unconscious. It is 
impossible to givo numbers; but it is 
feared that tho tird report of 200 lost 
will bo contirmed, though tho man- 
agora of the colliery hope that many 
may be saved. The operatives iu all 
tho collieries of the district are on the 
spot ready and anxious to do all that is 
possible for the relief of tho sufferers. 
All local surgeons have al.so arrived, 
All those rescued thus far are serious- 
ly burned and injured, lliiiidrods of 
men, women and children are congre- 
gated at the mouth of the pit and as 
bodies are drawn up tho scene is of a 
most heartrending character. 

London, Dec. G.— Latest nccoiiiitB 
from the Swathe colliery iiidicato that 
the total iiuniborof lives lost is 110.
